TUB CKHMAN 
OCCUPATION OF 
FItAXOK. 


A Berlin telegram ssys that the statument 


.3 made on official authority that negotia- 
tions for/expediting tbo evacuation of Hie 
French territory have not oven been com- 
menced. 
By March threo and a half Mill- 


iards of the war indemnity will have been 
received from France, and by July tho pay- 
meut of rhe fourth milliard wilMio coipplol- 
ed. Then negotiations will bo in order 
touchiuf; the early payment of tho fifth mil- 
iard, on which tho further .withdrawal of 
tho troops depend. The impression is that 
the Germans, looking lo ihe possibility of 
President Thlers's overthrow at any mo- 
ment, will not evacuate Bolfort until the 
entire indemnity Is paid. 


CONQI1KS3. 


Congrei3 received from tho President 


Monday a special message calling attention 
to that part of his last annual message which 
refora lo tho fisheries provisions of the 
treaty of Washington, and urging legislation 
thereon. The fishery hill was promptly 
taken up in the house of Itepreseutalives 
and passed. Tbo House committee on the 
udiciary made a report on the Impeach- 
ment question, growing out of the Poland 
report, and fouud no case against the Yicc- 
President.

NEW DOJIIMOA. 


POLITICAL JUOT AT QUEBEC. 


A special to tho New York Tribune from 


Quebec Monday night says: The nomina 
lion of the candidates fur the Quebec cast 
division in the Provincial Ilouie Assembly 
took place at noon lo day. 
At about 11 


o'clock a furious riot began between the 
conservatives and adherents of. the candi- 
dates of the national parly. Pistols, knives 
and clubs were freely used, and about Ihree 
thousand persons took part in the riot, 
which lasted an hour and a half. Two 
men were killed and many wounded. It is 
expected that some of thei wounded will die. 
The hustings were torn down and the candi- 
date of the national party was beaten 
Armed provincial police are now patroiing 
tho streets in force, and have dUper 
most of the rioters. Conflicts in the streets 
are, however, frequent. The polling lakes 
place Monday next, when more serious out- 
breaks are apprehended, as Mr. Languiu 
has telegraphed from Ottawa that the- candi- 
date of tbe government must, ho elected 
coat what it may, and tho supporters of tliL 
national party, on the other hand, are de- 
termined to elect llieir rnau Pellitier. There 
is great excitement in Town.
